On May 24 the Senior 
Staff agreed that the completion of this project would provide an 
important background for obtaining popular support for U. S, 
national security policies. 


Report by the Secretaries of State and Defense in connection with 
the plan referred to above, adopted by the Council (NSC Action 
No. 511) and approved by the President as NSC ,112. On July 10, 
the Senior NSC Staff noted that NSC 112 was the first step toward 
completion of this project and that further work would proceed in 
the light of Council action on NSC 112. Awaiting report by the 
State, Defense and JCS members.
